The policy was disclosed by 
Francis H. Russell, chief of the 
division of world trade intelligence 
of the State Department, in a 
speech to the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association today 
at Hot Springs, Va. An authori- 
tative explanation of his statement 
in Washington developed its full 
significance in relation to the pre- 
invasion economic warfare drive 
on Germany. 

“It has apparently been assumed 
by some of the firms that have co- 
operated with the Axis,” Russell 
said, “that the proclaimed list 
(United States blacklist) and the 
British statutory list and the 
sanctions which are based upon 
them will terminate with the ces- 
sation of hostilities in Europe and 
that listed firms and individuals 
will then be restored to normal 
trade facilities. 

“There is no basis for such an 
assumption. 

“It need not be stated that this 
Government does not consider the 
proclaimed list as an appropriate 
part of the type of normal peace- 
time trade policies which it hopes 
eventually will be established.

LIMITED PENICILLIN 
SUPPLY FOR CIVILIANS 


Small Stocks in 100 Depots 
Available Next Week, 
Director Says. 


CHICAGO, May 4 (AP).—A lim- 
ited pply of penicillin will be 
available for civilians after this 
week, Dr. John N. McDonnell, 
director of the Office of Civilian 
Penicillin Distribution, said today. 

One thousand depot hospitals in 
every geographical area in the 
country were notified last week 
end that a supply was available to 
them, he said, and the OCPD is 
now receiving and filling orders 
“by the hundred,”

The depot hospitals, whose 
names Dr. McDonnell declined to 
disclose, were chosen by an advis-

ical Association, the, Office of Sci- 
entific Research and Development 
and the National Research Council. 

“The list is not frozen,” Dr, Mc- 
Donnell stated. “We want to stock 
the nucleus group first, but others 
can be added later. However, aft- 
er this week any doctor can go to 
the depot hospital in his area and 
obtain penicillin when he needs 
it.”’. 

Supplies allocated to the 1000 
depot hospitals are determined 
“according to size, population, 
area and nearness to other de- 
pots,” he stated. 

“Soon there will be enough so 
that the board( the OCPD) can 
close up shop and go home, and 
hospitals can get penicillin direct 
from manufacturers,” Dr. McDon- 
nell said,

LONDON, May 4 (AP).—The 
Budapest radio sounded an air 
raid warning and then left the 
air tonight, indicating that Medi- 
terranean air force bombers were 
returning to the Balkans for the 
second straight night, 


LONDON, May 4 (AP).—Carry- 
ing the pre-invasion aerial assault 
into the twentieth straight day, 
some 1750 Allied bombers struck 
at continental targets in night and 
day attacks today with 6000 tons 
of bombs. 

A formation of American Flying 
Fortresses, which preliminary re- 
ports indicated numbered less 
than 250 bombers, attacked a Ger- 
man airfield in Holland this morn- 
ing without loss. Escorting Thun- 
derbolts, Lightnings and Mustangs 
shot down nine enemy planes at 
a cost of three American fighters. 

Mustang fighters, making a 
Sweep over the Hannover and 
Brunswick areas of Germany 
while the heavy bombers were 
over Holland, saw only one Ger- 
man plane, which they shot down. 

British and American medium 
bombers attacked military instal- 
lations in North France this 
morning without encountering 
German fighters and all returned, 
They were escorted by American 
Thunderbolts and British Spitfires, 
Pilots said such clouds of smoke

An Air Ministry report said that 
about 1730 tons of bombs were 
dropped on Mailly, where the Ger~ 
mans had concentrated great nume 
bers of tanks and trucks. 

The R. A. F, heavy bombers

NEW YORK, May 4 (AP).—An 
invasion prayer for use on D-day 
| was issued yesterday by Bishop 


Henry St. George Tucker, presi- 
dent of the Federal Council of 
Churches and presiding bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

The prayer was made public as 
the Association of Army and Navy 
| wives requested that all churches 
‘of all denominations remain open 
for a “prayer invasion” when the 
invasion is made known, and as 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York proclaimed D-day as one of 
prayer “to Almighty God for the 
success of our armed forces and 
the safety of our valiant fighting 
men.” 

The prayer issued by Bishop 
Tucker follows: 

“Almighty and most merciful 
God, father of all mankind, lover 
of every life, hear, we beseech 
thee, the cry of thy children in 
this dark hour of conflict and 
danger. 

“Thou hast been the refuge and 
strength, in all generations, of 
those who put their trust in Thee. 
May it please Thee this day to 


draw to Thyself the hearts of 


those who struggle and endure to 
the uttermost. Have mercy on 
them and suffer not their faith in 
Thee to fail. Guide and protect 
them by Thy light and strength 
that they may be kept from evil. 

“May Thy comfort be sufficient 
for all who suffer pain or who 
wait in the agony of uncertainty. 

“O righteous and omnipotent 
God, who, in their tragedies and 
conflicts, judgest the hearts of 
men and the purposes of nations, 
enter into this struggle with Thy 
transforming power, that out of 
its anguish there may come a vic- 
tory of righteousness. May there 
arise a new order which shall en- 
dure because in it Thy will shall 
be done in earth as it is in heaven. 
Forgive us and cleanse us, as well 
as those who strive against us, 
that we may be fit instruments of 
Thy purposes. 

“Unto Thy most gracious keep- 
ing we commend our loved ones 
and ourselves, ascribing unto Thee 
all praise and glory, through Jesus 
Christ, our Lord, Amen.”

Chief Objectives Are to| 


Cut Down Fighter 
Strength, Hit Arms, 
Munitions Output.

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LONDON, May 4.—Despite the 
impressive tonnage of bombs re- 
leased on German targets in April, 
it is not the tonnage but the re- 
sults which are important and, on 
analysis, most satisfying. 

The impression of a Germany 
battered, bruised and gasping for 
breath is definitely an inaccurate 
and dangerous one. There can be 
no doubt that the weight of bombs 
which has fallen on German cities 
and on precise targets within Ger- 
many and strategic points on the 
perimeter has been tremendous, 
some cities in Germany must be 
madly mauled; but it should be 
realized that destruction of cities 
is not the aim of the air cam- 
paign. 

The primary aim of the air cam- 
paign is to deprive Germany of 
weapons with which to fight. This 
meant, first, destruction of the 
air umbrella which Germany has 
been able to raise over its own 
and «cccupied countries. This can 
be said to have been accomplished 
by the first of this -ear. Then 
the United States Army Air 
Forces and the Royal Air Force 
began concentrating on German 
aircraft production. This type of 
attack must be continuing. Ger- 
man resistance and powers of re- 
cuperation require the constant 
revisiting of factories seemingly 
rendered useless. 

When, at the beginning of April, 
it had been estimated that Ger- 
man fighter production had been 
dealt a really crippling blow, our 
aims then became threefold: 

1. To pare‘down German front- 
line fighter strength. 

2. To hit factories producing 
spare parts for repair purposes 
and maintenance depots where 
damaged planes are renovated.

THAT TONNAGE I$ INDEX 
TO RESULTS OF BOMBING

NUMBER of expert air 
war observers, including 
United States Air Force 
officers, have privately ex- 
pressed regret that the Allied 
bombing campaign has become 
to the public a “weight-drop- 
ping contest” with success

The weight criterion does not 
necessarily mean a thing. Obvi- 
ously one 500-pound bomb 
dropped directly on an objec- 
tive is worth more than 500 
tons that land away from the 
mark—and the most enthusi- 
astic bombing exponents will 
admit that many times in this 
war 500 tons or more have 
landed a long way from the 
target, 

Nevertheless, the tonnage 
yardstick has been forced on 
the air forces as virtually the 
only index to the scope of their 
activities for the time being. 
Even when it is known that 
the targets have been hit, it 
often takes months to ap- 
praise the result. Precise re- 
sults of aerial bombardment 
will not be known until Allied 
troops march in, Until then, 
tonnage will have to be accept- 
ed as the one index—with a 
grain of salt. 


3. To begin attacking factories 
producing tanks, guns and other 
weapons the Germans will re- 
quire in combating the second- 
front campaign. 

In the selection of targets—a 
highly specialized job, done with 
as much care and on as high a 
level as any major strategy—sup- 
ply lines have not been left out 
of account. Scarcely a day passes 
without fighters, specifically 
briefed for the job or returning 
from escort duties, 
marshaling yards and rail junc- 
tions leading from Germany to 
its western defenses.

It is clear from authentic infor- 
mation reaching Stockholm that 
the Germans no longer think their 
Atlantic wallis impregnable. Rath- 
er, they regard the wall as a series 
of spaced fortifications, an ob- 
stacle for delaying the break- 
through, thus allowing them time 
to concentrate mobile troops be- 
hind the breach. 

Phase III — The battle behind 
the Atlantic wall, 

Here the Luftwaffe finally must 
take flight with every possible 
machine, no longer able to con- 
serve its strength by refusing 
combat except for the most vital 
targets. D-day will be the Luft- 
waffe’s greatest battle . . , and 
its final chance to dispute Allied 
air might. 

In addition to fighting unending 
hordes of Allied planes the Luft- 
waffe will have the problem of 
trying to guard its own supply 
lines and to give some kind of 
support to German ground troops. 

It is more than likely that the 
first defensive unit to crack will 
be the Luftwaffe, subjected as it 
will be to the most formidable 
air attack in history. 

This is one part of the picture 
of how the Germans see the At- 
lantic wall and D-day. What 
weapons will they use against our 
soldiers? What are the weak- 
nesses in the wall?

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).— 
The Senate passed and sent to the 
House today a bill designed to 
assure prompt payment to war 
contractors of their claims against 
the Government when their con- 
tracts are terminated.

WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP).—

Secretary of War, Stimson reported 
today. 

It also ,has cut so heavily into

Stimson said 
the Nazis were sending up their 
pursuit ships mainly against 
American bomber forces of group 
size or against crippled and strag- 
gling aircraft, relying chiefly on 
antiaircraft batteries for defense 
against large formations.

A Soldier Favors Labor Draft 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The national labor draft is a vital 
question among our country’s domestic 
and military problems. It is often dis- 
cussed by the men in the armed serv- 
ice. Here are a few arguments in favor 
of such a law as I have heard them in 
geveral discussions among enlisted men: 
“ No one seems to favor drafting wom- 
en. The drafting of men is strongly 
advocated, and the feeling is that such 
an act should be enacted at once. This 
should be an act to designate the serv- 
ices that every male citizen should per- 
form according to his abilities. 

If an individual is physieally fit, his 
is the greatest contribution—the role of 
the fighting man. If qualified to aid 
in production of war materiel, his serv- 
ices are vital to the war effort. 

The man in the Army feels that it is 
mot altogether fair to select for service 
one group of men, the physically fit, 
and exempt all others. If our country 
is to function as a democracy, we must 
not discriminate against a single group.

Greece Divided 


President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill have not been questioned from any 
stable quarter in their general conduct of the 
war of steel. It is in their conduct of the war 
of ideas, from which men and machines cannot 
divorce themselves, that they have often seemed 
irresolute, in error or ill-informed. Once again, 
in the case of Greece, they have handed down 
somewhat Olympian opinions that betray little 
knowledge of the simple issues involved. 

Both Allied leaders expressed the hope that 
under the new Premier, George Papandreou, 
internecine conflict would be resolved and all 
Greeks would join “against the common foe.” 
The President hoped that “Greeks everywhere 
will set aside pettiness” and each will “think 
of his glorious past,” while the Prime Minister 
reindorsed the reign of King George II and 
said that “no one has a constitutional right to 
stand between him and his duty.” 

At several of these sentiments, many Greeks 
will smile wryly. In the first place, King 
George has no constitutional right himself, since 
he signed away the Constitution, sole docu- 
mentary symbol of Greek political independence, 
under the Fascist dictatorship of Metaxas. In the 
second place, it is in memory of a “glorious 
past,” as well as of an inglorious and degrading 
pre-war era, that the Greek National Liberation 
Front at home and its supporters abroad have re- 
volted against the authority of the King. They do 
not consider it “petty” to fight for the democracy 
of which George deprived them, along with fight- 
ing the Nazis who occupy their land. Both, to 
them, are inimical to popular rule. 

The whole situation is a Hellenic version of 
the Yugoslav schism as it stood two years ago, 
before the truth about Gen, Tito was permitted 


.to reach the outside world. The Yugoslav Gov- 


ernment-in-Exile, resentful of this heroic upstart 
band of Partisans, labeled them Communist and 
called them ineffectual. The Greek Government- 
in-Exile has given EAM and its fighting arm, 
ELAS, the same label, misrepresented it and 
steadfastly refused it representation in the Gov- 
ernment, 

EAM, on the other hand, has demanded not 
only inclusion of resistance group leaders in the 
Cabinet, but a promise that the King himself 
will not return until a plebiscite is held, Such 
sentiment brought about mutiny in the Greek 
Army’s First Brigade and in the Greek Navy. 
“Unconditional surrender” has been forced upon 
those sailors who flew from their captured 
masts the EAM banner, but not until some of 
them had died for it. 

The soldiers and seamen, striking in sympathy 
with anti-monarchial forces at home, are kindred 
in spirit to the Yugoslavs who associate King 
Peter with the dictatorship of Regent Prince 
Paul; to the Italians who associate King Victor 
with the dictatorship of Mussolini. To them, 
George is at best a weakling, at worst a villain, 
and in either case the man who brought a little 
Hitler, Metaxas, to power in Greece, Their re- 
sentment may be over-warm, their stand uncom- 
promising, their attitude stiff-necked. But they 
will not be placated by patronizing words from 
anyone. 

Mr. Churchill and Mr. Roosevelt have never 
recognized that such wildfire sentiment exists 
among the Greeks. There is no indication that 
Allied commissions have been sent to the EAM, 
Yet these men are lovers of liberty. They fight 
for it bare-handed when there are no weapons, 
As such, despite the stubbornness of King George, 
they have a right to be heard and heeded.

A great gain in safeguarding the public funds 
hag been made possible by the Constitutional Con- 
vention.

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A Gain By the Insurance Lobby 


The Senate Judiciary Committee was intent 
last November on approving the bill to exempt 
fire-insurance companies from the anti-trust laws, 
when Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming stepped 
in and halted the hasty action. He raised so 
many questions about the desirability of grant- 
ing this special privilege that committee mem- 
bers decided to take time for investigation. Mr. 
O'Mahoney has continued his vigilance ag to both 
the full committee and its subcommittee, but a 
few days ago the latter, without notifying him, 
met quietly and reported the bill favorably. 

This is just one more example of the tricky 
methods, both in and out of Congress, that have 
been used in the effort to obtain legal approval 
for monopolistic practices in the insurance busi- 
ness. Another object of the high-powered lobby 
working for the bill is to undercut a possible 
Supreme Court decision against the 198 South- 
eastern companies accused of monopolistic prac- 
tices. 

The House Judiciary Committee has already 
approved the bill. Now, with subcommittee ap- 
proval in the Senate, the insurance lobby has 
extended its beachhead in Congress. Senator 
O’Mahoney and other members who have opposed 
the measure will require support from public 
opinion if this invasion of the people’s rights is 
to be repelled.

How T VA Taune the Floods

The Tennessee Valley, too, had its almost-annual inundations; now 
huge reservoirs on the mainstream and its tributaries hold back or 
release water as precisely as a spigot; the winter torrent of 1942 is 
described to show how the first complete river-control system works. 


From “TVA—Democracy on the March,” by David E. Lilienthal, Chairman

Before the men of the Tennessee Valley 
built these dams, flooding was a yearly 
threat to every farm and industry, every 
town and village and railroad on the river's 
banks, a barrier to progress. Today, there 
is security from that annual danger in the 
Tennessee Valley. 


With the erection of local protective 
works at a few points, this region will be 
completely safe, even\ against a flood big- 
ger than anything in kecorded history. A 
measure of protection \resulting from the 
Tennessee’s control extends even beyond 
this valley; for no longer will the Tennes- 
see send her torrents at flood crest to add 
what might be fatal inches to top the 
levees and spread desolation on the Lower 
Ohio and the Mississippi. 


In others of the earth’s thousand valleys, 
people live under the shadow of fear that 
each year their river will bring upon them 
damage to their property, suffering and 
death, Here the people are safe. 


Design for Water Control 


In the winter of 1942, torrents came rag- 
ing down this valley’s two chief tributaries, 
in Tennessee and Virginia. Before the 
river was controlled, this would have 
meant a severe flood; the machinery of 
vital war industries down the river at 
Chattanooga would have stopped, under 
several feet of water, with more than a 
million dollars of direct damage resulting. 


But in 1942 it was different. Orders 
went out from the TVA office of central 
control to every tributary dam. The mes- 
sage came flashing to the operator in the 
control room at Hiwassee Dam, deep in 
the mountains of North Carolina: “Hold 
back all the water of the Hiwassee River. 
Keep it out of the Tennessee.” 


The operator pressed a button. Steel 
gates closed. The water of that tributary 
was held. 


. To the Cherokee Dam on the Holston 
went the message: “Keep back the flow 
of the Holston.” To Chickamauga Dam, 
just above the industrial danger spot at 
Chattanooga: “Release water to make 
room for the waters from above.” 

Day by day till the crisis was over, the 
men at their control instruments at each 
dam in the system received their orders. 
The rate of water release from every 
tributary river was precisely © controlled, 
The Tennessee was kept in hand. There 


was no destruction, no panic, no interrup- 
tion of work. Most of the water, instead 
of wrecking the valley, actually produced 
a benefit in power, when later it was 
released through the turbines. 


Back of the orders from the water dis- 
patcher to the men who operate the dams 
is an elaborate system of reporting rain- 
fall and gauging the flow of streams s0 
the height of waters can be predicted for 
days in advance. 


To the head of the TVA forecasting di- 


vision, from all over the watershed, from ; 


every tributary stream, from 300 stations, 
by teletype, telephone and short-wave ra- 
dio come reports of the river's “stages,” 
i. e., its height. 


Reports come in from hundreds of re- 
mote rain-gauge stations, telephoned in by 
a farmer's wife, a crossroads merchant, a 
woodsman. From well-nigh inaccessible 
mountain streams ingenious TVA-made de- 
vices send in their reports by short-wave 
radio without human intervention, 

All the reports are combined and inter- 
preted by engineers, so that they know 
almost exactly how ch water will be 
swelling the river the next day and the 
next. 


The River’s Greatest Yield 


Yesterday’s reports are checked with to- 
day’s and revised tomorrow, and the best 
technical judgment is sent to the river con- 
tral room: just how much water is being 
added to the river’s flow in the French 
Broad, the Holston, the Clinch, the Hi- 
wassee. 


The operating orders go out, turning 
water off or on to meet the demands of 
the crisis along a watercourse from the 
headwaters of the Tennessee to the Gulf, 
almost as long as the Mississippi from its 
headwaters to New Orleans. The Tennes- 
see River throughout its length is con- 
trolled, as water is retained at one dam, 
released at another. This valley has been 
made safe, 

This is not true of other river valleys. 
No major river in the world is so fully 
controlled as the Tennessee, no other river 
works so hard for the people, for the force 
that used to spend itself so violently is 
today turning giant waterwheels. The tur- 
bines and generators in the TVA power- 
houses have transformed it into electric 
energy. And this is the river's greatest 
yield. 


The Sunny Italy Myth

day, we were mildly shocked by an ironic 
title that popped up in the half-price bin: 
“So You're Going to Italy?” 

In a trice we were taken back to the 
days when the trains ran on time in Italy 
and Il Duce was posing as the great mod- 
ernizer of his country. Catering to the 
American tourist was a major industry 
throughout Europe then, and the Fascists 
had cut themselves in on the take. Re- 
member how they fished for our dollars 
with lurid posters showing the Bay of Na- 
ples and the gliding gondolas of Venice? 
Always they promised sunshine and warm, 
lazy indolence, 


If there is a sunny Italy today, our soldiers 
hawe not found it. Months of persistent 
rain, of slogging ankle deep in mud, have 
been followed by blizzards, deep snowdrifts 
and high winds. Some of the heaviest fight- 
ing took place on the iced ledges of rocky 
mountains 4000 feet up in the sullen clouds. 
There has been precious little warmth, 
there has been no sunshine and definitely 
no indolence, 

The contrast points again to the mis- 
taken and preconceived notions most of us 
had about the European countries. We 
saw what we wanted to see, what fitted 
our purpose, and ignored the rest. Per-

Turkey Has Helped the Allies 
By Its Policies, Writer Says 


“Turkey: Key to the East,’’ By Chester M. Tobin. 

(Ga. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York.) 

Of the four major neutrals, those pools 
of doubt on a European continent in which 
Quentin Reynolds declared “only the stars 
are neutral,” none is a bigger question mark 
than Turkey, so recently in history an ac- 
complished aggressor itself, Turkey is still 
a large and valuable pawn in the diplo- 
matic strategy of both contending forces. 

Chester Tobin has crammed into a re- 
markably brief book an enlightened study 
of Turkey as a republic, and it fills an 
imperative need in the literature of our 
potential allies. Turkey is the key to the 
East, and Franz von Papen, now called 
home, was from the beginning entrusted 
by his Fuehrer with talking the Turks into 
joining the Nazis, while from the Kremlin, 
Stalin insinuates his unmistakable in- 
fluence on behalf of the United Nations,

At this writing, it is still a toss-up, but 
more toward the 
democracies. The early vitories of the 
Red Army were insistent/ reminders of 
Russia's power. Teheran left no doubt that 
the United Nations were really united, and 
the driving power of the Soviet armies in 
more recent months almost totally eradi- 
cated Von Papen’s influence in Ankara. 
Twenty years ago, Turkey ended cen- 
turies as a ruthless empire and became a 
republic under the strong man Mustafa 
Kemal Pasha, the popular revolutionary. 
Under the pressure of a sudden progres- 
sive movement among its younger genera- 
tion, Turkey was no longer the sick man 
of Europe, but a husky giant, growing, 
thriving and demanding recognition. An 
indication of its strategic importance is 
the concentration of diplomatic blitzkrieg 
in Ankara, a sort of international] battle- 
field where Axis and Allies fight with pen 
and economic pressure to win Turkey. 
Tobin maintains a strong pro-Turkish at- 


, titude, but shows no blindness to facts. He 


feels the Turkish military machine would 
be no match for the Nazis. He considers 
that the “benevolent neutrality” maintained 
by Turkey toward the United Nations in 
1942 was of singular value to our cause. 
He deplores the methods used by the 
Kemalists in reducing religious minorities 
during their effort to unite Turkey. 
a s ° 

He tells of the industrialization of Tur- + 
key (now involving 10 per cent of its popu- 
lation) and approves its extensive state 
ownership. He regrets the absence of a 
labor movement to assure security for a 
long-impoverished people. 

The author calls Turkey “the twentieth 
century miracle,” and certainly his book 
leaves the reader in agreement. He 
strongly protests against the persistent 
impression abroad about “The Terrible 
Turk” and credits it to the ruthless and 
ill-considered propaganda of World War I. 
Finally, he insists that a re-evaluation of 
Turkey’s pivotal importance in the final 
reckoning of the war is not only desirable, 
but immediately necessary.

Ernie Pyle’s Book on England

The attitude of the church, she 
asserted, should be exactly that, 
regardless of th. decision each 
person might make, 

The stand taken by the church 
four years ago was that it would 
“not officially indorse, support or 
participate in war.” 

Mrs. Wright, who classifies her- 
self as an objector to war but not 
a pacifist, told the conference that 
her husband—-professor of educa- 
tion at Washington University— 
says that, if he were of draft age, 
he would be wearing a uniform. 

“Yet we have maintiined a fine 
fellowship in our family despite 
our differences of opinion,” she 
declared. “And that fellowship 
has been incre ed and unharmed 
by the adjustments we have had 
to make.” 

Mrs, Wright's three sons are 
Evan, 25 years old, a lieutenant 
(jg) in the Navy; Frank Jr., 27, a 
A. secretary at 
Johns Hopkins University, Balti- 
more, but now in a civilian public 
service camp, and Homer L., $1, a 
4-F who is working for an elec- 
tric company in Lincoln, Neb.

Random Thoughts 
On the Angler's Art

0 NE thing which makes this column inter 


esting to write is the number of suggestions 

for subjects which come in from readers, 
For nature lovers, the rich bird life in the St. 
Charles County 

marshes and along 

the wild sloughs 

and  back- water 

channels of the 

Missouri River 

would be _ worth 

writing about. An 

interesting story 

could be told of the 

old French Catholic 

churches at Floris- 

sant arid Old Mines. 

The superstitions of

A yarn could be 
spun about the old wine cellars in St. Louis and 
St. Charles counties and about the wild grape 
roots which were dug and shipped back to the old 
country for grafting to wine-grape stock. Then 
there are the “shut-ins” which occur on the head- 
waters of many Ozark streams, where wild and 
picturesque channels have been cut through sheer 


rock.

THERE IS ONE suggestion which comes so 
frequently that I feel it should be dealt with 
in self-defense. “Why don’t you tell us where 
a fellow can go fishing: close to St.‘ Louis, in 
these war times? Of course we want to catch 
some fish. After all, you claim to be a fisher- 
man.” Now you might think this would be an 
easy question to answer but, as a matter of 
fact, it isn’t. Just that one phrase “glose to 
St. Louis” makes the answer exceedingly com- 
plicated. It is natural enough, in these days 
of driblets of motor fuel and paper-thin tires 
(at least, mine ares), that people should be 
searching for recreation close at hand. The 
trouble is that all these folks want to catch fish 
—and cities and fish just don’t go together. 


ee 

THERE IS THE MATTER, too, of what 
kind of fish you want to catch and how you 
want to go about it. How much time have you 
got and what means of transportation? Are 
you a bait caster, a purist of the fly rod, a carie 
pole specialist, an expert with the trot line? Do 
you want to wade a stream, float a river with 
a guide paddling your boat or sit on a mossy 
bank in the shade and day dream? Are you 
partial to rainbow trout, small-mouth bass, crap- 
pie, goggle-eye, sunfish, channel cat, buffalo or 
carp? There is just a bare possibility that, with 
all of these questions answered, I might be able 
to give adequate fishing advice in certain indi- 
vidual cases—and then again, I mightn’t! The 
main drawback is that I myself am an odd 
sort of fisherman. I would, for example, far 
rather take my fly rod and spend a day whip- 
ping some obscure little back-woods creek where 
there are no other fishermen and mighty few 
fish, than I would to stand in a long line of 
“sportsmen” on the bank of a hatchery stream, 
offering liver on a hook to trout which had 
just been released by the state. In other words 
I prefer no fishermen and no fish, to fish and 
many fishermen. If a certain number of pounds 
of fish is the objective, I’m sure it’s cheaper. 
and far less trouble to stop by the market on 
the way home from the office. 

ee Meee 

CATCHING FISH is fun and nobody enjoys 
the sport more than I do. It is fun because, in 
almost any category of the sport, it requires a 
degree of skill. And when you get into what 
might be called the “higher brackets” such as 
bait and fly casting, fishing becomes something 
of an art. The equipment itself can be a hobby 
on which the angler spends happy hours and 
hard-earned dollars—with the utter conviction 
that both time and money are well spent. And 
I'd be a poor one to say otherwise. A fine fly 
rod of perfect sym.netry and balance is cer- 
tainly a thing of beauty and many a man counts 
his jewelled bait-casting reel as one of his prize 
possessions. You can spend real money on a 
silk casting line (or could before the war), 
though I'll have to admit that the 10-cent spool 
of linen thread which my friend Dick Moore 
uses on his casting reel seems to catch just as 
many fish! 

When you arrive at the subject of lures for 
fishing, you'll find that we fishermen really 
reach out into infinity. Just go look into the 
window of any tackle store if you don’t believe 
me. Yet despite all this, I know every true 
sportsman will agree with me that the actual 
catching of fish has remarkably ‘little to do with 
the basic charm of angling. It is a matter of 
skill and scenery and solitude. 


x * 

IT HAS ALWAYS seemed strange to me 
that the mine-run of fresh water fishermen, 
many of them expert bait casters who are well 
versed in the sport, seem to regard fly fishing 
as either difficult or effete. The fact is that 
it is neither and that the fisherman who uses 
both the bait casting and fly rod is the one 
who has the most sport. There are some fresh 
water game fish which seldom if ever rise to 
the fly, and there are also occasions when you'll 
have better luck with the casting rod on fish 
which normally can be taken with the fly. But 
by and large it’s my opinion that the fly fisher- 
man has more fun—which is why we go fish- 
ing. And I’m backed up in this opinior by 
records of fly fishing which stretch back into 
antiquity. The great Scots scholar and fisher- 
man, Andrew Lang, quotes one of the early 
Greek poets who describes accurately the “red 
hackle”"—a lure tn common use today. Well— 
do you still want to go fishing?

The Doctor 
On Effects 
Of Nicotine

OME time ago in this column 
S: replied to a question from a 

mother who is worried about 
her son smoking cigarettes. She 
thinks it is a health hazard and 
dulls the mind, I replied that so 
far as I knew smoking is not a 
health hazard and does not dull 
the mind, 

I based this judgment on ordi- 
nary experience and observation, 
We may take professional base- 
ball players as examples of people 
who are healthy. I do not know 
how universal the habit of smok- 
ing is among them, but all the 
ones I ever knew smoked some 
during the season, and it did not 
seem to interfere with their effi- 
ciency. It is my impression that 
athletic directors generally do not 
insist on abstinence from tobacco 
during training as much as they 
used to; And if health is proved 
by physical beauty, why, we have 
the testimony of all the most en- 
trancing women of screen, stage 
and society proclaiming their de- 
votion to one cigarette or another. 

e * * 


AS TO INTELLECTUAL prow- 


ess, we must conclude from the 
most casual perusal of the news- 
prints that the destinies of the 
world are in the hands of the 
smokers. Mr. Roosevelt with his 
cigarette holder and Mr. Church- 
ill with his cigar are comprehen- 
sive enough examples. 

However, it appears we may all 
be wrong. I was not aware of 
any scientific study of the subject 
when I wrote as I did, but, through 
the courtesy of Pryus Hopkins, 
Ph.D., of Claremont College, Cali- 
fornia, I am in receipt of a study 
called “The Student Who Smokes,” 
by J. Rosslyn Earp, director of the 
department of hygiene, Antioch 
College, Ohio. 

Dr, Earp studied winners of ath- 
letic events in two intercollegiate 
track meets and found that of 
those who took first place in the 
100-yard dash, pole vault, high 
jump, mile run, etc., eight were 
non-smokers, and four smoked at 
least to some extent. (The winner 
of the 100-yard dash was classed 
as a heavy smoker.) Those win- 
ning second place were non- 
smokers in ten cases, light smok- 
ers in one instance, and unrecord- 
ed in one instance, 


. . . 

AS TO SCHOLARSHIP, based 
on grades in college, there is 
little to choose between the smok- 
ers and non-smokers. One hun- 
dred seventy-seven smokers made 
a mean grade of 3.14 and 176 
non-smokers made a mean grade 
of 3.51. This slight advantage in 
favor of the non-smokers is al- 
most accounted for by what is 
known in statistical science as 
probable error. Forty-two per 
cent of light smokers and 62 per 
cent of heavy smokers, and 31 per 
cent of non-smokers failed to 
reach the diploma grade (had to 
improve their standing or leave 
college). 

On inhaling—111 inhalers had 
a mean grade of 3.04, while 59 
non-inhalerg had a mean grade 
of 3.32. 

Dr, Earp concludes: 

1. A tendency for non-smokers 
to surpass smokers in athietic 
achievement is shown, although 
no clue has been afforded for a 
physiological explanation of the 
superiority of the non-smokers. 

2. An indisputable association 
between the smoking habit and 
inferior scholarship exists. Evi- 
dence is adduced in favor of the 
hypothesis that low scholarship 
is in part at least directly due 
to the habit of smoking. In par- 
ticular it is noted that smokers 
who inhale the smoke have lower 
scholarship than those who do 
not,

But when 
two women had been killed by 
speeders and two boys had been 
seriously hurt, it was time for 
something to be done about it. 
Judge McCartan did something 
about it. She soaked the speeders 
for all that the law allowed. The 
word spread along the highway 
that Odin was poison for speeders 
and they mended their ways. 


Judge McCartan is not hard- 
boiled, If anything, she is too 
soft-hearted. She hates evictions 
and garnishees, patches up family 
quarrels and won't admit that 
there is such a thing as juvenile 
delinquency — but when it comes 
to speeders and drunks she gives 
them the works. 


Judge McCartan holds court in 
the pretty parlor of the home that 
she occupies with her brother-in- 
law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Loudremilk. The house fronts on 
the highway and is handy for the 
trial of speeders, When Marshal 
Lioyd Anderson stops one of them 
and takes him to her door, it is 
the case’ of the spider and fly over 
again, for the judge says to the 
motorist, “Won't you walk into my 
parlor.” There is no guile in the 
irivitation and it may be the pret- 
tiest little parlor that ever he did 
spy, but it is a place where the 
scales of justice are evenly bal- 
anced, 


There was a banker from Louls- 
ville, Ky., who found that out. He 
was sailing. through Odin at 60 an 
hour when the marshal flagged 
him down and told him to come 
along: In Judge McCartan’s par- 
lor ‘he suavely told her how it 
was. He was going a little fast, 
maybe, but it was a good car that 
he was driving and he had it un- 
der perfect control, He was known 
as a good citizen down in Louis- 
ville and this was positively the 
first time in his life that he had 
been arrested. He hoped the judge 
would take all of this into con- 
sideration. 

“Ten and costs,” quoth Judge 
McCarton., 

The banker protested, very po- 
litely, and pleaded. It was not 
the money. He just hated to be 
fined like a common culprit, But 
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thinking of those two women who 
were killed and the two boys who 
were injured. “Ten and costs,” 
she reiterated. So the banker paid, 
but he felt hurt about it. If ever 
the judge came down to Louis- 
ville, he said, and got into trouble, 
she would be treated with more 
kindness than had been his lot in 
Odin. The judge was not im- 
pressed “A that. She had no no- 
tion of going to Louisville and get- 
ting into trouble. 


That is the way it la every time 
a speeder is brought into the 
judge's pretty parlor. It ig the 
same way with the drunks, but 
the usual punishment for them, if 
there are no aggravating circum- 
stances, is five and costs, The 
judge wouldn't go as far as to 
say that she enjoys soaking these 
malefactors of high and low de- 
gree, but she doesn’t feel bad 
about it. 

She does feel bad about it, 
though, when it is an eviction 
case, They don’t come up very 
often, but when a landlord comes 
complaining that the rent is over- 
due and his tenant can’t or won't 
pay, he has the law on his side 
and if the judge can’t dissuade him 
she has to issue a writ. It ig the 
same way with mandamus cases. 


She hates to take the wages that 
a man needs for his family but 
she has to do it. 

Then there are times when a 
man and his wife have a falling- 
out and tell their troubles to the 
judge. Like as not they are neigh- 
bors and friends, or at least she 
knows them, for everybody knows 
everybody in a little town like 
Odin. In such cases, though, 
there's no law against trying to 
talk them into making up. She 
is good at that, so good that in 
the nearly four years that she has 
been judge there has not been a 
family fight that has gone as far 
as a tria’. 


As for juvenile delinquency 
there just isn’t any in Odin. There 
are boys who are called bad, but 
they are more prankish than bad. 
Like those young scamps who 
raided a farmer’s watermelon 
patch last fall. The farmer chased 
them out and, in high dudgeon, 
went to see the judge about it. 
He had the boys’ names and he 
wanted warrants. The judge tried 
to laugh him out of it, but he in- 
sisted he was going to have the 
law on them. The judge asked 
him if he never raided a water- 
melon patch when he was a boy, 
The farmer didn’t answer that. 


Then she argued that the boys 
might be bad but they had good 
fathers who would be willing to 
pay for the damage that they had 
done. No sir, stormed the farmer, 
he didn't want reparation. He 
wanted to teach those boys a les- 
son and m-ke an example of 
them. Well, said the judge, she 
didn’t want to handle the case, 
she wasn’t going to issue warrants 
and that was all there was to it. 
The farmer went away and the 
judge heard later that the fathers 
had paid for the melons and 
meted out such punishment to 
their boys as the occasion called 
for. The judge’s guess is that the 
fathers, remembering when they 
were boys, were not too severe in 
dealing with the shortcomings of 
their offspring. 


Summing it up, Judge McCartan 
says of course boys shouldn’t steal 
watermelons, but some pretty good 
boys do it, and that goes for a lot 
of fathers who used to be pretty 
good boys but not too good to 
steal watermelons, 

By such tolerance, Judge Me- 
Cartan has held the respect of 
her neighbors and has made no 
enemies as far as she knows. She 
doesn't like to offend home people. 
But when it comes to speeders 
and highway killers, she knows 
how to be tough, 


Grace McCartan is Police Magis- 
trate because her father was be- 
fore her. For eight years T. B. 
McCartan served and, bringing to 
the office the experience of half 
a century of school teaching, he 
served well. He was an insurance 
man and notary public. His daugh- 
ter assisted him and when he died 
four years ago she took over the 
business, She did not intend to 
run for Police Magistrate and 
when Mayor C. D. Fisher asked 
her to run, she said she didn’t 
think it was a woman’s job. 
insisted, though, that she was as 
smart as any man they would be 
likely to get and she finally con- 
sented and ran on Fisher's ticket, 

The political pot was boiling in 
Odin that spring. There were 
three tickets. On the other two 
the candidates for Police Magis- 
trate were men, Harry Powell and 
James Bruce. Miss McCartan, 
with 237 votes, beat them handily. 

Judge McCartan will run again 
if it seems like the people want 
her to, and it seems like they do, 
One of her great admirers is Mrs. 
Jewell Howe Murphy, who once 
wrote a Christmas poem about 
Santa Claus jumping in bed with 
Ma, and never heard the last of it. 
“Grace,” she says, “is really a 
ecard. She is full of music and 
poetry, Irish as Paddy’s pig, sings, 
plays the piano and guitar, has 
composed several songs and writ- 
ten some of the loveliest poems 
I ever read, and has a fine sense 
of humor.” If she runs again it 
might not be a bad idea to have 
Jewell Murphy as her campaign 
manager.?

South West 
1 diamond 4 spades 
Pass Pass ” Face 


West opened the deuce of dia- 
monds; East put up the ace and 
returned the diamond queen. De- 
clarer won, and it was immediate- 
ly apparent that success or failure 
hinged on whether he would have 
to lose one trump trick or two. 
Very deliberately, he cashed the 
trump ace and then laid down the 
trump queen, The jack fell from 
East while West was winning with 
the king, and declarer now could 
be sure of his contract, 


It should be observed that de 
clarer’s play of trumps was de- 
monstrably correct according ‘to 
his holding. There was no point 
in playing a low trump after the 
ace, in the hope of losing to the 
king, because even in that event 
the other defender would still 
have the jack sufficiently guard- 
ed. In other words, when the dace 
brought only low cards from both 
sides, the only hope of saving a 
trump trick was to find the jack 
now unguarded, so that it would 
be smothered by the queen, 

Of course declarer was lucky to 
find that situation, but at least he 
took full advantage of his good 
fortune, 


Peanut Butter and Bacon

Four ounces bacon (eight slices), 
two tablespoons mayonnaise, two 
teaspoons lemon juice, one-half 
cup peanut butter, one-fourth cup 
diced apples, one-fourth cup diced 
celery.
